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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: The combination recited in the previous office 
action discloses eliminating redundant components of the correlation process. This new, non-redundant process is used to carry out the 
correlation for the multiple codes. This process is stored so subsequent steps of the correlation process can be executed. The location this 
process is stored is the table. Shenoi discloses further details of the stored correlation process. This is described in the previous rejection of 
the claims and will account for the signal phase inversion. This correlation circuit establishes a correlation between the digital signal and 
locally generated versions of l-channel and Q-channel PN signals respectively. The circuit generates an estimate of a frequency error using 
correlation values corresponding to time shifts of the locally generated PN signals where a time shift corresponds to a time shift that 
provides the maximum correlation value (column 6, lines 44-53). Therefore, the correlation process utilizing the correlation circuit will 
account for signal phase inversion. The rejections of the claims are maintained for these reasons and the reasons stated in the previous 
office action. 
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
